Numerous molecular and cellular investigations 
in the treatment and prevention of malignancies 
have provided a broader understanding of the 
mechanisms that lead to malignant transformations 
in cells. Although these rapid conceptual and tech 
nological developments offer a greater comprehen- 
sion of chemical carcinogenesis, they are not always 
readily accepted by those dealing with cancer at the 
clinical level. 

Cancer: Perspective for Control integrates basic 
and clinical studies in cancer control research and 
reviews investigations into treatment and preven- 
tion manipulations. This volume extensively exam- 
ines oncogenes and antioncogenes—two large classes 
of gene mutations. One chapter explores the blast 
population as a suitable model for studying onco- 
gene-based regulation, and describes how observa- 
tions made with their use can be correlated with the 
clinical course of the disease. The function of the 
oncogenes in human primary hepatic cancer is also 
explored in detail. Highlights of the first pilot study 
on the immunization of newborn infants with low 
doses of hepatitis B vaccine are presented, review- 
ing evidence on the hepatitis B virus and its link to 
primary hepatocarcinoma. Special emphasis is 
placed on the chemicals responsible for colon can- 
cer, and a comprehensive review of biotherapy elu- 
cidates its use as the fourth modality of cancer 
treatment. Other topics examined in the volume 
include: 


* transforming activity of human nasopharyngeal 
carcinoma DNA 

¢ thermic effects on the expression of human lym- 
phocyte genes 

¢ growth and differentiation of normal and trans- 
formed human bronchial epithelial cells. 


Cancer: Perspective for Control signals the 
beginning of the fruitful integration of basic and 
clinical research in cancer study. It will be a valuable 
reference source for oncologists, molecular biolo- 
gists, geneticists, cellular biologists, immunologists, 
and researchers and clinicians involved in the study 
of cancer control and prevention.
